Two Dead, 23 
Hurt as Blast 
Wrecks Hotel 


London’s Ex-Minister 
Barely Misses Death 
in Explosion.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, March 
12.— (Wednesday) — George 
W. Rendel, the former British | 
minister to German-occupied 
Bulgaria, escaped assassina- 
tion last night in a bomb ex- 
plosion in the lobby of the 
Pera Palace hotel here, but 
two other persons were killed 


and 23 injured. 

Rendel himself, apparently jhe 
main intended victim, was unhurt. | 
One of the dead was identified | 
early today as a Turkish plain- 
clothesman. Some among the in- 
jured were reported near death, 
but most of them were not seri- 
ously hurt. 

Among those hurt—but all only 
slightly—were three members of 
Rendel’s staff—First Secretary 
Lambert and twogir! typists. 

The body of the first officially 


confirmed fatality was discovered 


by the police in the German hos- 
pital here.

British Army Officer Charged 
With Murder of Earl of Erroll 


NAIROBI, Kenya 
March 11.—(#)—A charge of mur- 
der was made today against new- 
ly married Major Sir Delves 
Broughton in the mysterious death 
of the Earl of Erroll, hereditary 
high constable of Scotland. 

When Lord Erroll was found 
dead January 24, it was first be- 
lieved he had been killed in an 
automobile accident, but officers 
later established that a revolver 
bullet killed him. 

Sir Delves, who fought with the 
Trish Guards in the World War, 
previously had testified at an in- 
quest only that he and three other 
persons had dined with the earl 
the night before the shooting. 

No . evidence was presented 
against the 57-year-old veteran 
and the case was adjourned to 
March 19. 

At an inquiry February 28, a 
government pathologist testified 
that two shots had been fired at 
the 39-year-old earl and that he

could have been a self-inflicted 
wound. 

When the Earl of Erroll died, 
the ancient title of Lord High 
Constable of Scotland, granted by 
King Robert the Bruce in 1314,| 
fell to his 15-year-old daughter, 
Lady Diana Denyse Hay. 

She now is the Countess of Er-| 
roll and the second woman to hold | 
the constable’s title. In 1717 when 
Charles, the 13th earl and a bach- | 
elor, died he was succeeded by 
his sister, May, as countess. 

The rank of high constable gives 
the countess precedence in Scot- 
land over all peers or holders of 


other hereditary titles except 
members of the royal- family,

Attorney General Ellis 
told Atlanta Kiwanians yesterday 
that the time had come to adopt 
the slogan, “America—Love It or 
Leave It.”

The last of Governor Talmadge’s 
personally sponsored bills — one 
permitting him to remove county 
welfare board members by execu- 
tive order—passed the state sen- 
ate yesterday by a vote of 35-1. 

It was in the form of a compro- 
mise measure, arrived at after a 
conference with the chief execu- 
tive, which eliminated from the 
original proposal a clause enabling 
the governor and the state welfare 
director to appoint county welfare 


| directors. 


This portion of the original bill 
drew most of the criticism, which 
threatened for.a time to defeat 
the entire measure. Opponents 
said such a clause centralized wel- 
fare administration in Atlanta. 

Under provisions of the ap- 
proved bill, the governor can sus- 
pend for cause any member of a 
county welfare board through ‘the 
medium of an executive order.

Wildlife Enabling Act 
Also Among Bills 
Approved. 


The Georgia house yesterday 
voted 126 to 0 for a bill making 
several changes in the present law 
on the adoption of children. 


Major changes as contained in 
the bill were outlined by Repre- 
sentative W. H. Key, of Jasper, as 
follows: 

(1) Require adoption papers to 
be taken out at the home of the 
adopting parents; (2) Require 
parents, if living, to waive right 
to the child in writing; (3) Extend 
the time of the first hearing from 
30 to 75 days; (4) Require State 
Welfare Department to make a 
thorough investigation not only of 
the child but of the adopting par- 
ents; (5) Set up provisions for an- 
nulment of an adoption, and (6) 
Make adoption papers confidential. 


The house approved a measure 
allowing osteopaths the use of 
drugs in their profession. Repre- 
sentative George Sabados, of 
Dougherty, said a ruling by At- 
torney General Ellis Arnall had 
prevented osteopaths from utiliz- 
ing drugs, although they had used 
them prior to that time. 

Representatives passed what 
‘Representative T. L. Bynum, of 
Rabun, termed an enabling act 
‘which would permit Georgia’s 
Wildlife Department to get ap- 
proximately $43,000 per year in 
federal funds by co-operating with 
federal agencies on various types 
of projects.

THINGS TO DO ABOUT SHIPPING WASHINGTON, 
March 11.—The im- 


pression has somehow got abroad that, short of sending our Navy 
on convoy duty, this country can do nothing to help Britain meet 
the deadly German threat to her shipping lifelines. The impression 
is totally incorrect. There are plenty of things to do. The only 
difficulty is that no one in the government seems to be either 
authorized or ready to do them. 

The most efficient thing to do is obviously to assist Britain to 
protect her convoys. Unfortunately, it is also the most contro- 
versial, so that on the list of things to do increasing Britain’s mer- 
chant shipping resources is first in immediate importance. 


REARRANGING ROUTES A simple step in this direction 


would be a trifling change in the 
present marine combat zones, to, permit American merchant ships 
to go to Halifax and Suez. There is no logical reason why such a 
change cannot be made, since the waters near Halifax have never 
been dangerous, while Wavell’s army and the British Mediterranean 
fleet have now removed all real danger from the southeastern 
corner of the Mediterranean. The biggest single strain on Britain’s 
shipping is the necessity of making the immense detour around 
Africa and up through the Suez canal to supply the Greeks and 
the British army in Africa. As many of the supplies come from 
this country and Canada, it would greatly lessen the strain if part 
of them could be carried in American bottoms. 

Another ‘step less simple, but in the long run probably more 
effective, would be joint planning of the use of British and Amer- 
ican merchant tonnage. So far, the Maritime Commission and the 
British ministry of shipping have followed a sort of rule of thumb 
system. In the first stages of the war, the British were reluctant 
to abandon profitable commercial shipping routes, and this re- 
luctance unfortunately greatly lessened American interest in their 
shipping problem. Lately they have been dropping the routes, one 
by one, until they are now near the end of this resource Mean- 
while, where necessary, American ships have been taking the routes 
over. 

Real efficiency calls, however, for something much more dras- 
tic. First, the use of both British and American tonnage must be 
largely limited to war purposes, although certain routes, such as 
those to South America, cannot be abandoned for diplomatic rea- 
sons. Once there is such a limitation, and once tonnage use is 
planned, British shipping can be reserved for voyages through com- 
bat zones, while American shipping does duty further from the 
war area. Then, second, certain American tonnage can be taken 
out of its present service and lease-loaned to Britain. For ex- 
ample, a large part of our merchant fleet, though adequate for the 
transatlantic passage, is engaged in the intercoastal trade. The 
goods some of these ships now carry can be transported by truck, 
rail or pipe line, and the ships themselves taken over. Finally, there 
are about 500,000 tons of neutral and belligerent owned shipping 
lying idle in our ports, which can be requisitioned. 


THE JOB CAN BE DONE By planning tonnage use, and re- 
quisitioning free tonnage, it is esti- 
mated that between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 tons additional, enough 
to carry the British through the crisis immediately ahead, can be 
made available. | 

As far as joint planning is concerned, a British shipping expert 
of the highest standing will soon come to this country to be ready 
for it. It can be done. But to obtain the necessary powers over 
our own shipping the President will have to proclaim a full na- 
tional emergency, while after an interminable interdepartmental 
row the attorney general has ruled informally that an act of con- 
gress is needed to take the foreign tonnage in our ports. 

Nor is assisting Britain to protect her convoys wholly out of the 
question. Although there is support for American convoying from 
an important faction in the Navy Department, probably including 
Secretary Frank Knox, the intention must come from the Presi- 
dent. Despite the rumors, there are no signs he has such an inten- 
tion, and many that he has not. He would. probably approve the 
transfer to Britain of additional over-age destroyers, but this is 
opposed at the Navy Department, and Secretary Knox’s comment 
on Wendell Willkie’s statement on the subject has made such a 
transfer difficult though not impossible. 

Nevertheless, powerful assistance can still be given. The Navy’s 
flying boats are invaluable for air convoying and antisubmarine 
work. So far the British have received very few, for production 
has been extremely slow at the Consolidated factory where the 
PBYs are made. This month, for example, the schedule was ful- 
filled, but the schedule called for production of only 22 flying 
boats. Production must be speeded up. Meanwhile, some of the 
Navy’s old PBYs can be lease-loaned to Britain and the British

ONE WORD MORE

SHERWOOD ANDERSON I felt that a friend had died when 


I read that Sherwood Anderson 
had died, lonely as he lived, in a hospital at Colon, Panama. Actu< 
ally, he was not a friend, and my only lengthy talks with him num- 
bered two. Both times we sat around and talked and had beer and 
coffee in Greek restaurants. 

When I was in college all those who were reading books were 
reading “Winesburg, Ohio,” by a new writer. The new writer was 
Sherwood Anderson. This book appeared a year or two before 
Sinclair Lewis’ “Main Street.” It seemed to me it told the small- 
town story better than Lewis’ book. It never sold as many copies 
because it did not anger the civic clubs and the business people as 
did Lewis’ novel. But it told a better story about people. 

Later on he was out with “A Story Teller’s Notebook,” and if 
I were trying to be a writer I think I’d read that book often. “Tar” 
was another good one. His first good novel, and his best one, was 
“Dark Laughter.” 

His characters never escaped from themselves and their own 
contradictions. He never escaped himself. It was years before I 
got to meet him and talk with him about things. 

The last time I saw him was two or three years ago. He came 
to Atlanta and came by the office. He wanted to see the Techwood 
housing project. We went out there and saw it. We asked to be 
shown some of the apartments. He had a great curiosity. I re- 
member he was perfectly at home, sitting in a kitchen of one of 
the apartments, talking with the woman who was stopped from 
her cooking of dinner to talk with him. 

He was always concerned with the average person and the con- 
fusions and frustrations of that average person. This was because, 
as I have said, he was himself confused and frustrated. 


ODD BEGINNING Sherwood Anderson’s literary beginning 

was odd. He had worked around the coun- 
try, doing odd jobs; working with a string of trotting horses, doing 
labor jobs; anything he could get. 

At last, when he was about middle-aged, he had become the 
owner of a rather prosperous paint factory at Elyria, Ohio. He 
was settled there. He was a substantial member of the community. 

One day he stood in his office looking out the window. 

A line began to run through his head—“I am walking in the 
bed of a river.” 

He said that over a few times. He then put on his hat and 


walked out. He just left the whole thing, factory, home and all 
connections. He had $8 in his pocket, more in the bank. But he 
just left everything and went away from there. Elyria had its 
sensation and its mystery. Sherwood Anderson never went back. 
He wrote about that leave-taking. But he never regretted it. 

He got to Chicago at the time when that city had the nation’s 
best-known literary group. Some of them went on. Ben Hecht 
was one. Floyd Dell was another. Floyd Dell was the real sensa- 
tion, the front runner of the group. His “Moon Calf” was a sensa- 
tion of the early twenties. He faded and some of the others came 
on. At the inauguration of Mr. Roosevelt a few weeks ago I 
attended an open house at the home of a writer in Washington and 
there, of all things, was Floyd Dell. He had published nothing after 
his first two novels. But still was working, 20 years after, on 
another one. There were many. others in that group. Most of 
them published books.

Annual membership campaign of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross is now under way. Formally 
launched on Monday last it will continue 
through April 5, and during that period it is 
hoped that every adult citizen as well as every 
child will join the organization that, by repu- 
tation, is the great agency of human sympath¥ 
and mercy in times of disaster. 

Membership in the Red Cross is inexpensive, 
only $1 annually.

It is supposed that the Red Cross is the agent 
of all the people when disaster strikes in some 
locality where immediate help is needed to 
save the injured, feed the hungry, bury the 
dead and protect survivors against the ravages 
of the elements and the dangers of epidemic 
disease.

Georgia Editors Say: 


MORE COTTON MONEY 
(From The Valdosta Times) 


It is estimated that the Georgia Experiment 
Station saves farmers of the state several million 
dollars per year in their cotton production. 

For a good, healthy stand of cotton, farmers 
are urged to trest seed before planting with a 
chemical dust disinfectant containing 5 per cent 
ethyl mercury phosphate. The dust is used at the 
rate of 1% ouncés per bushel. The cost of the 
dust for treating a bushel of seed is about seven 
cents. If only a few bushels of seed are to be 
treated, they can be put in a calcium arsenate 
drum and rolled on the ground until the seeds 
are well covered. Seed treatment research ini- 
tiated in 1921 has.demonstrated the possibilities 
for increased yields and has considerably reduced 
the necessity for replanting much of the cotton 
crop to obtain desirable stands. It is estimated 
that 1,600,000 acres of cotton will be planted with 
treated seed this spring. In addition to treating 
the seed with a disinfectant, it has become a 
popular practice to delint the seed by removing a 
portion of the seed fuzz with delinting machines. 

The testing of cotton varieties has resulted in 
the adoption of improved staple length cottons 
which are grown on 1,500,000 acres annually. The 
increased annual incOme for marketing staple 
length cottons amounts to about $2.50 per acre or 
a total of $3,750,000. The one-variety community 
movement which profited farmers $2,000,000 in 


1940 was started in 1931 at Orchard Hill by the 


Georgia Experiment Station in co-operation with 
the extension division and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Farmers in Lowndes county are being urged to 
co-operate this year in a one-variety program and 
many of them have joined in the project.

Tough Hours It may be that a baseball player’s 
hours are more underrated than overvalued. 

You hear it said that ‘‘You can’t beat them hours,” re- 
ferring to the two hours required for the daily game, but 
when you examine the other professional sports, baseball is 
by far the most strenuous. 

Joe Louis, heavyweight boxing champion, prob- 
ably won’t average four hours a year in a ring. For 
his time and trouble he’ll make five or six times as 
much money as the highest salaried player. 

A football player faces only 10 games a season. 
Few would see as much as 20 hours of action. 

Touring tennis pros probably are more active 
than any other athletes except baseball players. But 
their season doesn’t run as long as baseball does. 
Neither does basketball, which calls for more running 
than does baseball, however. 

The normal baseball season, including spring practice, 
runs from March to October in the major leagues. It re- 
quires a full month for a baseball player to be ready for a 
long grind. | 

It has been estimated that a pitcher has to be in better 
shape than a college halfback. That goes for any pitcher. 
The hours are the same, whether it’s Class X or majors. 

A baseball player who misses no time in a regu- 
lar season’s play engages in 154 games of an aver- 
age duration of two hours. So this makes a total of 
308 hours, as compared with Joe Louis’ four or five, 

a football player’s 15 or 20 and a basketball player’s 

12 or 15. 

And in getting prepared for the season a baseball player 
puts in a month of training as strenuous as spring training 
in football. ' 

This conditioning is a life-saver on the hot July and 
August days. 
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- A player must get his legs in shape before 
Legs First ss alaets throwing too hard. So it is 
necessary for him to put in a lot of running. Thus he builds 
up his “wind.” 

The arm comes around naturally. There is never a sore 
arm when a player gets in shape before he begins bearing 
down on curves and fast balls. 

Manager Paul Richards believes in excessive run- 
ning for his pitchers. He insists on a great deal of 
running each day, and when a pitcher doesn’t throw 
to batting practice, he has to do just so much more 
running. 

It is to be doubted that any team in the Southern League 
goes through the rigorous training routine of the Crackers. 
No other team pays closer attention to fundamentals. 

Richards doesn’t take it for granted even the veteran 
pitchers will remember about holding runners on the bases. 
So they practice it. The veterans teach the rookies the best 
ways of making runners hug the bags. The pitchers also 
become fifth infielders by learning to cover the bases expertly. 

A lot of time is put in practicing the hit-and-run 
play. A running ball club is a dangerous club. The 
hit-and-run in the modern game is more effective 
than the stolen base. 

The Crackers, with a lot of fast men, will be a 
running club. Men like Gerlach, Glock, Thomassie, 
Ryan, Bates and Mailho can travel the bases. 

A running ball club is a colorful club and one that’s tough 
to beat. 

That’s how the Crackers are shaping up. 

Manager Richards’is as well 


Highly Versatile versed in all positions as any 


manager in baseball. Richards has been a star at all infield 
positions, in addition to catching. 

Richards has done a bit of pitching, both right 
and left-handed, in his time. The Cracker manager 
has absorbed a lot of baseball experience for a man 
of 32. He started playing the game at the age of 
14, signed his first pro contract at 16. 

He has made all-star teams in every league in which he 
has played except the majors. And he has made these posi- 
tions at third, second and catcher. 

So when Richards instructs an.infielder how to play a 
position properly he is doing it-from the practical side. He 
speaks with the voice of experience. 

Ripley once used Richards.. He said Richards won 
a state championship for Waxahachie High when he 
pitched in the morning right-handed and in the after- 
noon left-handed. Or vice versa. ; 
Richards didn’t actually pitch in this fashion, but he did 

pitch left-handed to several switch hitters. a4 

At Macon in 1930, when Brooklyn changed him into a 
catcher, a day was given for Richards and he pitched right 
and left-handed and played every position. 

Richards has made the all-star Southern League 
team every year as a catcher. There were times last 
season when Richards proved he could play first base 
as well as any other first-sacker in the league. | 
Richards brought a first baseman’s scoop to the spring 

camp—just in-Case.
